Given that your request is so broad and voluminous, LAWA will 
certainly need an extension to respond to your request because of the 
need to: 1) search for and collect the requested records from field 
facilities or other establishments separate from the office processing 
your request; and 2) to search for, collect, and appropriately 

examine a voluminous amount of separate and distinct records demanded in your single 
request. 

There are thousands upon thousands of boxes of records that need to be 
located and reviewed, so processing your request will take time and 
will be processed on a continuing and rolling basis. The Division will 
be producing responsive documents on a rolling basis starting with the 
most recent records -- i.e. year 2018, and working backwards on a year 
by year basis.
